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PASSENGERS BY AIR 


Dr. Hugo Eckener, famous Zeppelin de­ 
signer, who brought the Los Angeles to 
Ihe United States in 19 24, is confident 
that within a few y ears the air lanes will 
be well traveled by passenger dirigibles. 
He is hopeful of interesting capital in a 
service between this country and Europe, 
lie has already announced plans for diri­ 
gible liners ply ing between Spain and 
South America. 
Dr. Eckener in New York declared that 
in 19 28 “we are going to prove the su­ 
premacy of the dirigible to the world. We 
are now building at Frederickshaven the 
largest of all dirigibles, a palace of the 
air, which will carry passengers between 
Seville, Spain, and Buenos Ay res, via Rio 
de Janeiro. 
The trip of 5,800 miles will 
be made in seventy hours.’' 
Twenty -four 
])assengers will be accommodated on the 
air liner, he said. 
The company intends 
lo charge $750 for a oiie-way voy age, this 
being $150 more than the average steam­ 
ship ticket for a seventeen-day trip. 
Indicating that the liners which will 
float with the clouds will be fly ing pal­ 
aces, Dr. Eckener declared that the Sev- 
ille-Buenos Ay res liner wilj^have baths, a 
dance floor and cabins. 
In short, passen­ 
gers by air will enjoy various conveni­ 
ences. 
The great air liner will carry a 
crew of eighteen deck and engine men, 
three radio operators and fourteen stew­ 
ards. 
Construction af this gigantic Zep­ 
pelin has been going forward for some 
lime and Dr. Eckener and his associates 
are confident that this new enterprise will 
be profitable. 
W hether 
Dr. 
Eckener 
will 
develop 
liacking at this time for a line between 
the United States and Europe is not fore­ 
cast, but it is reasonably certain that if 
Ibis project does not materialize, another 
of the same class will in a short \vhile. 
The Los Angeles itself demonstrated that 
a dirigible can travel overseas at great 
speed. 
Since the building of that wonder 
craft, important improvements in dirigi­ 
bles have been tested. 
New devices for 
safety in case of accident during a voy age 
have been indicated. 
No longer is there any thing fantastic 
about a proposal to connect New York 
and London or New York and Paris by 
air. 
It is a question of time before regu­ 
lar flights will be arranged. 
This scheme 
of transatlantic ferriage will mean an 
amazing express service, for the dirigible 
will negotiate the air lane between New 
York and London in about thirty hours. 
By those who believe that their hours are 
more precious than gold, such a line will 
])e hailed with enthusiasm.

GARDEN SPOTS OF INDUSTRY 


An analy sis of manufacturing statistics 
by the Department of Manufacture of the 
Chamber of Commerce 
of 
the 
United 
States shows that there is no particular 
section of the United States which might 
be regarded as the garden spot of indus­ 
try . 
Industry is growing in various sec­ 
tions. 
As expressed in the number of 
wage earners per 1 ,0 0 0 
of population, the 
country as a whole shows an increase of 
5.4 per cent for the past 15 y ears, the 
age of the Chamber. 
For the North At­ 
lantic Seaboard the number of wage earn­ 
ers engaged 
in 
manufacturing 
has not 
kept up with the rate of growth of the 
population generally . 
On the other hand, 
Michigan shows a 30 per cent growth; 
Indiana and California a 25 per cent 
growth, and the other Pacific coast states 
— Washington a 33 per cent growth, and 
Oregon a 60 per cent growth. 
Contrary to some statements, the De­ 
partment finds that the growth in manu­ 
facturing in the southeastern states has 
been less than for the country as a while 
on the basis of comparison with popula­ 
tion. 
The growth for North Carolina is 
0 .8 per cent; South Carolina 4.G per cent, 
and Georgia 3.0 per cent. 
When it comes to density of manufac­ 
turing, the New England states, of course, 
still maintain a long lead on other sections 
of the country . 
In Rhode Island, for ex­ 
ample, there are now over 
2 0 0 wage 
earners per 1 ,0 0 0 
population and for the 
New England states as a whole over 150. 
The density in Illinois is 9 3 wage earners 
per thousand population, in Indiana 
8 8, 
and in Michigan 116. 
On the west coast the density of manu­ 
facturing in California is 67 wage earn­ 
ers per 1,000 population; in Oregon 69 , 
and in Washington 79 ,. 
In the United 
States as a whole there are 78 wage earn­ 
ers per 1 ,0 0 0 
population.
